No 
player in @ tennis tournament 
would failto take advantage of 
an accident which prevented his

At Henley, this year, one of 
the oars ina boat fainted at the 
mile, when the two crews were 
level; this did not prevent the op- 
posing crew from finishing the 
course and securing’ the victory, 
though this event occurred ina 
race between Public Schools, 
which are naturally held to be 
the home of sportsmanship. No. 
one dreamt of criticizing the 
result, on the obvious ground that 
not to be fit to stay the course isa 
fair “disqualification for racing. 
Cases have occured at Henley in. 
which scallers have waited for 
their opponent if he steered into 
the booms, but this acting has nat 


won universal approval; in this}. 


case, no doub:, the  dis- 
tinction may be drawn that the 
accident is due to lack of skill, 
but the same might not untruly 
be said of a bowler who split his 
finger by misjudging a catch. 

A NOBLE FOLLY. 

It is needless to multiply in- 
stances from other fields of sport. 
Mr. Wethered loses the cham- 
pionship by accidentally treading 
ona ball, and, though every one 
laments his ill-lock, no one 
blames his opponent for exacting 
the full penalty. And if these 
things are done in the green 
fields of golf and football, itis 
unlikely that a different code 
prevails on the green tables of 
billiards or bridge, or in. the dry 
atmosphere (should we say?) of 
chess. . . 

Cricket, then, is governed by a 
spirit which we may not unfairly 
call that of chivalry, a spirit of a 
noble folly. Critics, according to 
their temperament, will empha- 
size its fundamental foolishness 
or its essential nobility. but its 
nature is everywhere plain. 
When Apolionius said to the 
Maccabean high priest, “If thou 
trustest in thy forces, come 
down to usin the plain,” he was 
applying the agrument of. ‘chi- 
valry; but the Jew, who knew 
his strength to He in the moun- 
tains, was acting ono sound mi- 
litary principle in refusing the 
suggestion.

A 
good college crew at Henley. he 
may say,- would not beat a craw 
of schootboys by more than the 
Margin necessary to be comfort- 
able; Yorkshire would “press. to 
the full an advantage over Glam- 
argan and defeat it by an innings 
and as many runs as possible. 
What has become of the boasted 
chivalry of cricket ? 
. These are high and difficult 
questions, te which no exact an- 
swer can be given. Even cricke- 
ters will disagree in their inter- 
pretation ofits spirit. The famous 
wide bowled in the University 
match thirty years ago was 
thought by Oxoniansunchivalrous 
and by Cantabs both legal and 
wise ; itcertainly brought about 
belated change in the rules. ‘What 
powers, or what rights have cap 
tains to countenance violations of 
the law, or to override the ob- 
viously faulty decision of an 
umpire in the interest of an 
opponent? Is it right or wrong 
to take every advantage that 
chance or accident may give? 

W.G. Grace would have had 
no doubt of the. answer, but most 
cricketers will prefer that the 
question should not be put. They 
will Know, that the spirit cannot 
be bound by exact definitions; 
they value the thought that their 
game is not‘as other games are, 
and they thank your reporter for 
his use of the phrase “of course.”
